REMARKS 

Claims 1, 3-5, 9, 10, 13-15, 17, 18, 20, 21, 24 and 26-43 are all the claims pending in the 
application. Claims 42 and 43 are hereby canceled by this Amendment without prejudice or 
disclaimer. 

Statement of Substance of Interview 

Applicants thank the Examiner for briefly discussing proposed claim amendments on 

July 9, 2008. The principal amendments were directed to claims 1, 10, 13 and 21. 

The undersigned also thanks the Examiner for agree to accept the claim amendments as 
proposed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 42 and 43 are allowed. However, as Applicants have incorporated some of this 

allowable material into other independent claims, Applicant cancel these claims as being 
duplicative. 

The pending claims stand rejection as follows: 

(1) Claims 1, 3, 5, 9-10, 13, 17-18, 33-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Yamamori et al. (USP 5,957,127) in view of Dietz (USP 5,005,571); 

(2) Claims 1, 3, 5, 9, 13-14, 17-18 and 33-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) in view 
of Fertig; 

(3) Claims 1, 3, 5, 9, 13-18, 20-21, 24-26 and 33-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over O'Neil et al. (USP 5,957,127) in view of Dietz (USP 5,005,571); and 

(4) Claims 1, 3-5, 9-10, 13, 15, 17-18, 20-21, 24, 26-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over O'Toole (USP 6,379,312) in view of Passaro et al. (USP 
4,423,739) and further in view of Yamamori.
